1 . The amendment filed 1 1/6/08 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 11/6/08 remedies the remaining 101 rejection. The previously filed 
Terminal Disclaimer remedied the double patenting rejection.
